Flag day, which will be cele- 


brated tomorrow in Dixon aru 
throughout the United States, is 
more than an expression of patri- 
otism and loyalty to the symbol 
of our nation. 


This day celebrates the history 


"it our country and the history of 
its heraldry. 


The flag which flies over our 


homes and public buildings is far 
different from the flags carried by 
members of George Washington's 
army during the Revolutionary 
war. 
* * * 


Our . flag today contains six 


rows of eight white stars each 
.pn a field of blue and IS stripes 
*5>f alternate red and white. Each 


of the stars symbolizes one ot 
the 48 states and each stripe 
represents one of the IS original 
states. 


The first flags displayed by 


American' colonists were sym- 
bolic of their struggle against 
the wilderness. They protrayed 
snakes, beavers and muskrats 
and had mottos such as "Hone;" 


4*;Don't Tread on Me," and "Lib- 


erty" emblazoned upon them. 


These were the flags carried 


by the "various state militias 
during the Revolution. 
* * * 


The first official flag of the 


United States was the "Betsy 
Ross" .flag which was approved 
by the Continental congress in 
1777. This flag had the 13 stripes 
as it does today and 13 stars form- 
>d in a circle on the field of blue. 
* * * 


Until 1818, each time a state 


was admitted to the Union, an 
additional stripe was added to 
the flag. This was discontinued 
when the size of the flag grew 
to unmanageable proportions. 
Under the present law, a star 


Is added whenever a state is ad- 
mitted, but the 13 stripes remain

The present flag had its begin- 


ning in 1775 when ships of the 
colonial navy flew the British Un- 
ion Jack superimposed on a field 
of 13 stripes. This flag was used 
until the Betsy Ross flag was 
made. 


The United State* Hag has 


j-been portrayed many times in 
"oil paintings and In photographs, 


but perhaps the most famous and 
most striking pose was that cap- 
tured by Joe Ro«enthal when he 
Knapped a picture of the marines 
raising a flag on top of Mt. Suri- 
bachi. Iowa Jima.

In displaying the United States 


'flag, it should be raised and low- 
ered by hand. It should be dis- 


«layed only between the hourse 


of sunrise and sunset. Only flags 
over the capitol building in Wash- 
ington can be flown day and night. 


The flag should not be used to 


embroider cushions or handker- 
chiefs, nor should it be used as a 
portion of a costume or an ath- 
letic uniform.

Only one flag should be flown 


above our flag. That is the flag 


tfof the church when a chaplain 


is holding services with a unit 
of our armed forces. This sym- 
bolizes that this nation operates 
under and derives Its authority 
from God. 
A federal law states that no/ 


trademark can be registered which 
consists of or comprises among 
other things the flag, coat-of-arms 
or other insignia of the United 


.^States.

When a flag Is worn out, cus- 


tom holds that It must be dis- 
posed of by cutting the union 
from the flag and then cremat- 
ing both pieces. 
The author of the pledge of al- 


legiance to the United States flag 
was Francis Bellamy. He died in 
1931. 


The custom of lowering the flag 


to half-mast as a sign ot mourning 


ifcomes from the old military cus- 


tom of "striking the colors" in 
time of war as a sign of submis- 
sion. It is known that as early 
as 1627 a flag flown at half-mast 
was used aa a sign of mourning.

of shutting off vital supplies to 
East Germany in retaliation, if 
the Russians refused to yield. 


The protest was against the new 


Russian regulation requiring West 
Berlin manufacturers to show the 
origin of their strategic raw mate- 
rials before they can ship their 
finished products through the Rus- 
sian zone to the West. 


The United States. Britain and 


France declared two days ago that 
the Russians had no right to de- 
mand such information and told 
the West German city government 
to refuse it. 


Soviet authorities promptly re- 


jected all export permits lacking 
the information they demanded 
and have so far ignored an Allied 
request for cancellation of the 
regulation.

Stabilization — froze prices gen- 
erally. 


But the freeze applied, in the 


meat industry, only to wholesalers 
and retailers. Meaning: 


The price at which the whole- 


saler could sell to the retailer, 
your neighborhood butcher, was 
frozen; so was the price the re- 
tailer could charge you. 


But the farmer or cattle-raiser 


was untouched: He still was free 
to charge any price he could get 
when he sold to the slaughterer. 


Gradually, OPS says, the whole- 


saler and retailer, with their prices 
frozen, were caught in a squeeze 
as the price of the beef they 
bought went up. 


Up SO Percent 


Although cattle people argue the 


expense of raising catlle has in- 
creased, OPS' boss Michael V. Di- 
Salle says the price of beef has 
shot up faster—50 per cent in 
18 months.

It announced a plan which by 


Oct. 1, OPS said, should cut the 
farmer's price about five cents a 
pound but cut the price for you. 
The consumer, when you bought it 
in a butcher shop by about ten 
per cent a pound—somewhere a- 
round ten cents on most beef. 


This was the plan:'by May 20 


slaughterers would have to re- 
duce the average price they paid 
cattle-raisers for the live beef by 
ten per cent; another 4Va per cent 
by Aug. 1; and still another 4V4 
per cent by Oct. 1. 


And by the time Aug. 1 came 


around retail prices would be cut 
four or five cents a pound and 
the same amount again on Oct. 1. 


That, briefly, is the OPS plan. 


DiSalle said beef, which makes up 
such a large part of the American 
diet, had to be controlled or the 
whole price control program would 
become a joke. 


Almost from the moment that 


April 28 plan was made public, 
cattlemen poured into Washing- 
ton, demanding of their congress- 
men that these controls be aban- 
doned. They even went to see the 
president about it. 


And congressmen, or some of 


them, went to bat for the' cattle- 
men.'calling upon OPS to drop 
its price control plans on beef, 
threatening to pass a law forbid- 
ding such controls unless OPS 
took heed. 


Lots of Pressure 


A lot of pressure was applied. 


And last week Mr. Truman him-

Russia Still in Obstructionist 
Mood at Big Four Meeting 


The spectacle of the Big Four deputy foreign ministers 


going through the motions of drafting a conference agenda 
in Paris slipped weeks ago into a realm of farce.

There is something a little ludicrous about the behavior 


of western diplomats in this predicament. British and French 
deputies, particularly, seem willing to do almost anything 
to avert a break-up that can be pinned on them. One or two 
even say it would be better to accept the Russian terms than 
suffer that. 


No one denies, of course, that the French have a big 


worry in the reaction such a break-up would produce among 
their citizenry, which is markedly /vulnerable to Red pro- 
paganda. 
/ 


But the British-French attitude looks like evidence, pri- 


marily, that the West has utterly no faith in its ability to sell 
its own case to the people of Europe. 


The fact that the Paris negotiations have proved a fiasco 


is due .wholly and solely to the customary intransigeance 'of 
the Russian deputy, Andrei Gromyko. He is plainly acting 
•under orders to see that nothing positive is accomplished. 


His methods of obstruction have been transparent from 


the start. The record is clear, and it convicts the Russians 
of every dilatory tactic in the book. 


What that adds up to is quite simple: It is the Russians, 


not the western powers, who are blocking peace talks. 
They've been doing so since 1945, and this is merely the 
latest and longest-drawn out of their maneuvers. 


Is it impossible for us to tell this story convincingly to 


the common citizen of the western world? Have we no ef- 
fective antidote to the ridiculous distortions with which the 
Russians seek to poison the European mind? 


To sit, as it were, trembling at the conference table in 


Paris for fear of making a move that could serve the Russian 
propagandists is to suggest we are helpless. 


The Paris farce constitutes a waste of good diplomatic 


manpower. It ought to end at the earliest possible moment. 


And if we need a whole new western propaganda pro- 


gram to tell the truth about events like this, then let's get 
one. We ought to have had enough of this quaking in our 
boots for fear that some new Russian fantasy may take hold 
of the vulnerable European populace.

small. The idea is to preserve your 
safe discards until the pile is 
worth fighting for. If your danger- 
ous discard gives away a very 
small pack, very little has been 
lost. 


This advice applies chiefly to 


the struggle for the first discard 
pile. It may also apply in tense 
situations in which you are obliged 
to conserve your safe discards. I 
have never advised a player to 
make a dangerous discard when 
he has umpteen safe cards in his 
hand. 


Now let's get back to that hor- 


rible play I witnessed. The man 
I was watching won the first dis- 
card pile after several rounds of 
play. After making his initial 
meld he found five sixes in his 
hand. He promptly put them down 
on the table. 


He still had two black threes 


and about fifteen cards. He de- 
cided not to waste a black three 
when there was no pile to protect 
This was a splendid time to throw 
a card that had not been discarded 
by anybody! So he threw 
a 


singleton queen. 


His punishment was swift. The 


next player immediately produced 
three more queens and the rest 
of the count needed for the initl.il 
meld. He actually 
melded ten 


cards, gambling that his partner 
could produce a canasta very soon. 


The gamble was a good one. 


His partner also had a pair of 
queens and enough wild cards and 
melds to meld out at once. My 
poor kibitzee never got another 
chance to play. 


He brought his misfortune on 


himself, of course. It was obvious 
that the opponents would try to 
meld out as quickly as possible. 
They would not worry about the 
size of the discard pile they might 
be able to take. Their only con- 
cern would be whether or not it 
promoted their play for a fast out. 


Obviously any card that gave 


an opponent a base of four or 
more natural cards would look 
like manna from Heaven. There- 
fore the most dangerous discard 
would be some card that nobody 
had previously discarded; for the 
chances were that somebody was 
saving that particular rank. 


My friend's best play, strangely 


enough, was not to meld those 
five sixes. They looked beautiful 
on the table as a meld, but they'd 
have, looked even more beautiful 
as 09 per cent safe discards. With 
five sixes and a black three he 
could have held out against al- 
most any series of discards by the 
enemy. Just as important, he 
would not have given them a big

Tax ceilings now are set by the 


so-called Hodge formula, enacted 
in 1947 for a five year period to 
allow adjustments because of the 
100 per cent property assessment 
laws.

WASHINGTON— (AP) —Presi- 


dent Truman told safety officials 
today that "a highway accident 
does just as much damage to the 
defense effort as a deliberate act 
of sabotage by hostile agents." 


At a time when the United 


States and its allies face a "great 
danger." ho said, highway acci- 
dents "strike directly at our na- 
tional strength." 


The president made the state- 


ment in a speech prepared for the 
annual highway safety conference 
in Constitution hall. He cautioned 
that skyrocketing motor travel has 
raised the prospect that automo- 
bile fatalities this year may ex- 
ceed the 35,000 of 1950. 


The president told the confer- 


ence of nearly 4,000 gathered from 
all over the country that the de- 
fense program depends upon effi- 
cient transportation. 
Observers 


from 65 foreign nations were also 


present. Others included represen- 
tatives of farm, youth and women's 
organizations. 


"Traffic accidents slow down 


production and weaken our whole 
economy," Truman said. 
"They 


are a sheer economic waste." 


He said the country must im- 


prove its highway system. 


"Much of our main road mile- 


age is worn out and obsolete," he 
declared, "and the replacement 
program has not kept pace."
